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Lesson Synopsis 


Students revisit the literary genres of poetry, fiction, and literary nonfiction and make personal and textual connections across 
and within genres. Students write an engaging story incorporating a familiar theme. Students read and analyze expository texts and make 
textual, personal, or world connections across texts.

• After reading a teacher-provided short expository text, create a graphic organizer and provide textual evidence to address the following:

• Identify the organizational pattern and explain how it supports the author's purpose. 

• How does this text connect to others you've read on this topic?(El.Figl9B; E1.8A; E1.9A, E1.9C, E1.9D) ESS 4G, 41, 4J; 5G 

• Write multiple brief reflections to make connections within and across genres (e.g., literary-literary, informational-informational, and 
literary-informational).
